It will tbere/ora be obsarved. that tbe 


firm of Bryan, Dillingbam & Co., of this 
oity, bad-nothing to do with tho design"of 
the boiler, also that the material and con- 
struction, or in other words, the workman- 
ship was firet-cUs>s. The oatise of the ex- 
plosion must be self-evident to every en- 
gineer, namely, that a nortion of the 
water had been thrown into tbe spheroidal 
condition by coming in contact with a red 
hot surface, and after a time had instantly 
been, .converted, into vanor, and chattered 
the whole shell into fragments. Such a 
condition would have destroyed a boiler if 
the material had been the best steel an 
inch thick, and every seam had been 
double riveted.
